Deflating a Dangerous Boom, 


Recent developments are serving a plain warning upon the 


building industry. Plans for"new construction are being held 
up because of mounting costs. Within a week or two, projects 
calling for the expenditure of hundreds of millions have been 
halted. 


< This was inevitable. Buildings are investments, and private 
investors, at least, cannot be expected to put their money into 
them when construction expenses become so high that there is 
little prospect of profits. 


Secretary Hoover started the deflation by recommending a 


suspension of public construction, to avoid public competi- 
tion with private enterprise for labor and materials. But there 
was still so much competition among private builders that the 
inflation kept on. Now private capital itself has taken up the 
reduction process. 


This need not be interpreted as a sign of collapse in the 


building industry, or anything like a collapse. 
So far, it is 


merely letting a little air out of an over-inflated' balloon to 
keep it from soaring up out of sight and bursting. 


If materials and labor were to remain at their peak,-with 


builders bidding against each other and paying ruinous bon- 
uses and commissions, there might come a real slump. But 
material men and workmen will probably take warning now 
in time, and moderate their demands, encouraged thereto by- 
rational contractors.

If that is done, people will go ahead ordering buildings and 


providing the mom-y for them, and the building industry will 
continue busy and reasonably prosperous. 


Public Regulation. 


President Julius Barnes of the United States Chamber of 


Commerce, -addressing the eleventh convention of that great 
body of business men, speaks of the diminishing -"tendency to 
rush to government ownership and operation, which has under 
trial elsewhere written its relative inefficiency and failure." 


"There is a manifestly greater desire," he says, "to perfec 


the peculiarly American policy of regulation in the treatment 
of these great facilities, and a growing conviction that, in its 
own national interest, that regulation must be wise and °"en 
erous." 
.

_ These are true words, though many radicals may find faul. 


with them. 
Government ownership and operation is no- 


popular in America because usually, when this policy has been 
tried, it has proved itself less efficient than private ownership 
and operation. America is, above all, the land of individual 
initiative. Communism is for countries lacking such indi- 
vidualism. 


_ Public utilities naturally require considerable public super- 


vision, to make them fulfil their public functions on equal 
terms for everybody, and to keep them from, developing into 
dangerous monopolies. This is especially true of the railroads. 
But ownership and actual operation are wisely left in private 
hands. To stimulate this private initiative, it is necessary, as 
President Barnes says, -that "regulation must be wise and gen- 
erous," and it has sometimes fallen far short of that.

Cancer Cure Rewards. 


About 15 months ago, Lord Atholstan, Canadian peer, and 


newspaper ownef and publisher, offered a prize of $100,000 
for "a medicinal treatment for the effective cure of cancer." 
Over 3,000 applications for the prize on the ground of "cures" 
have been submitted, ranging all the way from legitimate sug« 
gestions by medical men to weird and fanatical suggestions by 
amateurs. None has yet been established as definitely a cure. 
Many-have been ruled out for obvious reasons, and still the 
search goes on. 


Now Lord Atholstan has cabled an offer of an additional 


$100,000 to the Imperial Cancer Research Fund of London 
to be devoted to furthering the study cf this disease. 
' 


While the first prize offered undoubtedly has SDurred the 


search for cancer cures, the latter gift is the more practical 
since it puts at the disposal of the medical fraternity means 
for financing their work. But-any gift or movement which 
encourages such research is of vital interest to humanity. 


It is impossible to say when or by whom the prize will be 


won. Likely enough it will go to some modest man or woman 
of whom the world has never heard. The' discoverer prob- 
ably will be glad of the $100,000. The medical fraternity are 
seldom blessed with independent fortunes. But if the winner 
is a true disciple of the healing art, what he gives to humanity 
will mean far more to him than any material reward he may 
receive.
